T h e contest for the speakership of 
the Assembly seems to have narrowed 
down to General M c C o n n e l l ofthis 
county aud Judge A r c h e r of Santa 
Clara county. 
Both are able men aud 
old Democrats and no matter which 
is chosen the Assembly will have an 
efficient presiding officer. While we 
concede the ability and qualifications 
of Judge A r c h e r we claim like rec- 
omeudations for our townsman Gen- 
M c C o n n e l l and because he is our 
townsman and we know his fitness for 
the place we shall hope that the hon­ 
or will be conferred upon him. 


I n San Francisco when an unarmed 
prisoner attempts to escape the officer 
shoots him dead. It is a cheap and 
safe way to kill a man. 
One always 
takes better aim, is cooler and fires 
with more precision when the target 
is the back of a defenseless man, than 
when the aim must be taken while 
confronting the muzzle of another pis­ 
tol. It always affects onbs nerves more 
or less to know that the man you are 
shooting at has a pistol and is as lia­ 
ble to shoot some one as to be shot. 
We doubt if the people will endorso 
the too common habit of San Francis­ 
co officers of shooting down unarmed 
men whose only offense is an attempt 
to avoid arrest. 


A Question of Right. 


The question is raised as to the 
equity and justice of the Common 
Council in compelling the owners of 
property on Main street to construct 
at their own expense a main sewer 
which it is intended shall become the 
conduit for the sewage of a large pro­ 
portion of the city. We believe the 
rule usually observed in such cases 
where the rights of citizens are re­ 
spected, is very simple and easily en­ 
forced. It is as follows: The front­ 
age of all property to be benefited by 
the main sewer, is measured as well 
as that on the street through which 
the improvement is to be made; the 
entire cost determined and the amount 
divided by the aggregate front feet of 
property on every street benefited and 
thus the quotient becomes the unite of 
assessment. This is the proper course 
to pursue and is in fact the only one 
which can be legally enforced. If the 
Common Council attempt to sell the 
property of citizens on Main street to 
collect assessments levied for the con­ 
struction of the main sewer through 
that street they will involve the city 
in a tissue of lawsuits which will cost 
the tax-payers thousands of dollars, 
Before these assessments can be col­ 
lected by legal process it will devolve 
upon the Council to prove that this 
main sewer is constructed for the sole 


and exclusive purpose of draining the 
property on Main street, and that the 
property on no other street in the city 
is benefited thereby. If the theory of 
the Council is correct that the proper­ 
ty owners in the lower half of a city 
shall at their owu expense construct 
the main sewer for the whole city a 
system of appreciation of the higher 
property and depreciation of the low­ 
er will be at once inaugurated which 
will work seriou» loss to many prop­ 
erty holders Ja this city. 


The Wilmington Bar. 


The work of excavating a channel 
through the bar at the mouth of Wil­ 
mington harbor is progressing rapidly 
and the results are now beyond the 
expectations of the engineers who 
conceived the enterprise. The bar 
was originally about three thousand 
feet wide, of which some fifteen hun­ 
dred feet on the ocean side is a stiff 
clay filled with boulders, the balance 
being composed mainly ofsand. The 
dredges have cut a channel inwards 
from the anchorage one thousand feet 
in length to the depth of thirteen feet. 
It was supposed that if the clay ridge 
forming the outer half oftliebarw as 
cleared away the sand 011 the inside 
would be washed out by the ebb-tide. 
This calculation has in a measure 
been verified, for since the comb of the 
ridge has been 
cut the 
channel 
through the sand inside has been 
deepened to seven feet in its shallow­ 
est part at mean low tide, whereas, not 
more than half that depth existed be­ 
fore. 
It is reasonable therefore to 
suppose that when the excavation is 
completed through the clay nature 
will finish the work, and allow vessels 
drawing fifteen to eighteen feet in­ 
gress and egress a t mean high tide. 
Inside the bar there is a natural har­ 
bor having a depth of eighteen to 
twenty feet and this extends to with­ 
in about twelve hundred yards of the 
wharf. W hether a channel will be 
dredged over this space up to the 
wharf, or the wharf be extended to 
deep water has not yet been definitely 
determined, but it is probable dredg­ 
ing will be less costly both in the first 
expenditures and as regards annual 
repairs. We may therefore claim that 
the labors of the able engineers who 
conceived and are carrying out the 
present system of improvements at 
Wilmington have been rewarded by 
results that certainly justify the ap­ 
propriations that have been made, and 
warrant additional expenditures until 
the desired end is reached. 


Survey the Land. 


According to the figures of tire Fed­ 
eral Surveyor General, J. T. S t r a t ­ 
t o n , there are now 
over forty-six 
million acres of government land un­ 
surveyed in the State of California, 
out of a total of one hundred million 
acres. The private grants surveyed 
aggregate eight million three hundred 
thousand acres, and the public lands 
surveyed forty-one and a half millions 
of acres. Thus it is seen that the pub­ 
lic domain yet unsurveyed embraces 
about one half the area owned by the 
government. 
Inasmuch as settlers 
gain comparatively 110 rights by occu­ 
pation of unsurveyed lands, all the 
settlers 0 11 a quarter section having 
equal rights in the subdivision when 
surveyed, regardless of the time of set­ 
tlement, and owing to the impossibili­ 
ty of distinguishing railroad from the 
public lands this part of the public 
property is neglected except by those 
who locate bee ranches here and there 
upon the mouutaiu slopes hoping by 
the occupancy at the water to ward off 
other settles upon the same tract. There 
is a large quantity of this unsurveyed 
land that is valuable and deserves 
cultivation, and the State would be 
greatly benefitted by an early comple­ 
tion of the surveys. A large aud val­ 
uable class of immigrants could be in­ 
duced to come to our State if public 
lands could be readilly obtained. Thou­ 
sands of poor yet hardy and expert 
farmers, who, having families, are 
not in a condition to move about from 
place to place seeking employment 
by the month; weary with the depres­ 
sion and disasters of the States are 
ready to remove to this coast. They 
have the means perhaps to bring them 
to our State and enable them to culti­ 
vate a tract, but could not purchase 
private lands at the current rates. 
California needs this bone and siuew 
but cannot get it without 
offering 
public lands for pre-emption 
and 
homestead claims. 
Let all the pub­ 
lic lands then be surveyed at as early 
a date as practicable. 


A Modem Brutus. 


In these days of loose fitting laws 
and a pliable judicial system, family 
influence is the most effective shield 
against the penalties of crime. 
In 
Democratic America where the poor­ 
est citizen is theoretically equal be­ 
fore the law with the richest in the 
land do we behold the judicial axe 
withheld from the neck robed ¡11 cost­ 
ly attire. The power of wealth in 
shielding the criminal from just pun­ 
ishment is nowhere more potent than 
In the United Slates. A poor man 
stealsa ham, and is committed to the 
pi ism as a felon; the tcion of a r!ch fam­ 
ily appropriates a hundred thousand 
dollars of his employer's money and 
the law is powerless. The stain upon 
the family escutcheon is covered with 
gold, and the culprit is quietly seut to 
some other quarter of the country to 
repeat the operation. The infliction 
of the deserved punishment is regard­ 
ed as a disgrace, the commission of 
the crime is naught. If the culprit 
can be kept out of the State prison the 
family name is not clonded. It is 


really refreshing therefore when a 
Roman father appears here and there 
in our annals, a man who regards the 
commission of a crime a severance of 
the ties of blood, and calls out in the 
midst of his shame and sorrow, for 
justice to award its proper punishment. 
Ex Judge F i s h e r of Washington, the 
telegraph iuforms us, will take 110 
steps to shield his son, the assistant 
District Attorney who is now confined 
for his crimes at the capital of the na­ 
tion. Here is a citizen wort hy of the 
republic. Would that 
there 
were 
enough such to elevate the standard 
nearer to that of the grand old Roman. 
The 
circumstance at 
Washington 
calls to mind the worst notable exam­ 
ple of that public spirit which made 
the de8cendents of A e n c e s the mas­ 
ters of the world. Lucius B r u t u s 
swore upon the dagger reeking with 
the blood of L u c r e t i a to destroy the 
Tarquín. He made tho people swear 
never to submit to the kiugly author­ 
ity. His own son was the first to vio­ 
late the pledge. The great Roman 
set upon the bench at the trial of his 
offspring, pronounced him guilty and 
attended the execution of the traitor.

S a n F r a n c i s c o ,Sept. 27.—Saturday 
last, on the arrival of the Panama 
steamer, the Custom House officials 
made an important seizure of contra­ 
band goods. 
For some time they have 
been aware that smuggling was being 
carried011 quite extensively, by cer­ 
tain parties who were importing limes 
and other semi-tropical fruits from 
Mexican ports, and were waiting for 
an opportunity to make a seizure by 
the last steamer. 
But our authorities 
had received notification to be on the 
lookout for a quantity of contraband 
goods that would arrive 0 11 the fol­ 
lowing steamer. Saturday morning 
when the vessel was telegraphed as 
coming into port, an extra force of 
inspectors was sent to the wharf, and 
when the freight was discharged they 
pounced upon a quantity of boxes sup­ 
posed to contain limes, which they 
opened at the sides instead of the top, 
aud in the center of each box, sur­ 
rounded by a layer of limes, was found 
a package done up in oil cloth, con­ 
taining line Havana and Mexican ci­ 
gars. There were twenty-eight con­ 
traband boxes, and the value of the 
goods seized will amount to several 
thousand dollars. 
The importer to 
whom the goods were consigned says 
he was ignorant of the contents of the 
boxes; that they were intended for 
other parties, ami were only shipped 
through his care. A number of simi­ 
lar boxes addressed to other parties 
were opened, but found “square.” 
Mr. John Royal, who is now stop­ 
ping at the Occidental Hotel has sub­ 
mitted for inspection some samples of 
rock rich in free gold and sulplnirets, 
which he discovered in the southeast­ 
ern part of Kern county, on the sum­ 
mit of the Hierras, about four miles 
from Sageland, where Hon. John P. 
Jones lias some ricli mines. There 
are four ledges, about four feet each in 
width, cropping out on the surface, 
and gold 
is distinctly visible 
all 
through the rock, which is decompos­ 
ed quartz. The discoverer believes 
he lias made a very valuable find, as 
the ledges have been traced to a con­ 
siderable distance and the rock con­ 
tinues equally rich. 
Shortly before two o'clock yester­ 
day the partition adjoining the" heat­ 
ing apnratus of the Harmmn, or Tur­ 
kish bath9, on Dupont street, was dis­ 
covered to be on fire. The Fi:e De­ 
partment was promptly 011 the ground, 
and the flames were extinguished in 
time to save the valuable building 
from destruction. The fire patrol cov­ 
ered the 
handsome furniture in the 
upper parlors, and mopping up the 
water on the floor, thus preventing 
the rich frescoing on tho lower floor 
from being destroyed by water. The 
fine Turkish carpet In the ladies’ par­ 
lor was considerably damaged by wa­ 
ter, as was the carpet in tho entry. 
It will lake at least $500 to cover the 
loss 011 the carpets, while the damage 
to the root, woodwoi k aud furniture 
will exceed $5,000 
John McCormick is porter of the 
steamer Los Angeles, which lies at 
Market street wharf. On Saturday 
evening he went to bed in his room, 
placing his pantaloons, with $07 in 
the pocket, under his head. About 3 
o’clock in the morning the watchman 
woke him up, when he found clothing 
and money missing. A search dis­ 
closed the pantaloons lying on the 
floor of the steerage, and the police 
being called in a thorough search of 
the vessel was made, resulting in find­ 
ing Wm. Driscoll, steward, hid awuy 
in one of the sailors’ hunks, and in the 
berth over his head was found the 
money, hidden under the mattress. 
Driscoll was arrested. 
Subscriptions to the Bank of Cali­ 
fornia Syndicate fund are pouring in 
at a lively rate to-day. The assess­ 
ment is 20 per cent. 0 11 the amount 
subscribed. The notices were served 
Saturday afternoon, and the 
first 
money was paid in this morning. Up 
to 3 p. m. about $000,000 had beeu paid 
in. The Syndicate manifest commen­ 
dable zeal in the matter. 
A communication was received this 
morning by Collector Shannon from 
Secretary Bristow, containing infor­ 
mation of such importance to all em* 
ployees of this department that the 
contents were at once promulgated, 
and created a wide-spread feeling of 
despondency. 
Under the new system 
inaugurated by the Secretary there is 
to be an equalization of salaries of 
customs officers throughout the coun­ 
try, which of course necessitates a ma­ 
terial reduction in San 
Francisco, 
ranging from 15 to 20 per cent. This 
fell swoop comes down on the whole 
crowd with tho exception of the Col­ 
lector and his deputies, whose salaries 
are regulated by law and are therefore 
not within the authority of Mr. Bris­ 
tow to change. The salaries of Cus­ 
tom and Chief Adjuster of Duties are 
reduced from $3,000 to $2,500 each. 
Many clerks who have been receiving 
$1,800 each will hereafter be content 
with $1,600, and a good proportion 
have been cut down to $1,400. 
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T he an 11111 C rus Murder* 
S a n t a C r u z , Sept. 20—The Coro­ 
ner’s inquest on the body of Edgar 
May, who was murdered at this place 
last evening, was held at 4 P. M. to­ 
day. The verdict is that he came to 
his death by a knife wound, which 
pierced the base of the right auricle of 
the heart, and committed by N. Has- 
herton, whom they bound over to ap­ 
pear before the Grand Jury, charged 
with deliberate murder. 
A general 
feeling of indignation prevails, and 
there is some talk of lynching afloat, 
but as the jail is strongly guarded, it 
is not likely to occur. The prisoner 
maintains self composure on being 
visited in his cell, evincing 110 signs of 
uneasiness. He is said to have remark­ 
ed, “If 1 must lie for it, 1 will do it 
like a man.” Discharge papers were 
found 011 his person from the United 
States army, bearing the above name. 
The body of May was taken to Wat­ 
sonville this al'leriioon for burial, ac­ 
companied by 
relatives from that 
place. His mother and friends reside 
in Oakland, aud they will be in atten­ 
dance at the funeral. 
T lie M asonic CJr/iuti L odge. 
The Grand Lodge of F. and A. M. of 
California, will assemble in Masonic 
Temple in San Francisco, on Tuesday, 
Oct, 12th. There are n o w within this 
jurisdiction over two hundred Lodges, 
which have a membership of about 
twelve thousand. Ex-Governor II. H. 
Haight is the grand orator, and is ex­ 
pected to deliver one of the best ora­ 
tions ever heard in the Masonic Tem­ 
ple. 
V ir g in ia C ity Item s. 
V i r g i n i a C i t y , Nev., Sept. 27th.— 
Early yesterday morning several large 
show windows on C street were de­ 
faced with cuts done by a diamond. 
The principal damage done was 011 
the elegant show window of Frede­ 
ricks’ jewelry establishment, which 
were terribly defaced with a lot of bil­ 
lingsgate. The windows are valued 
at $700 each. Two men, named Cum­ 
mins and Anderson, have been arrest­ 
ed on suspicion of having committed 
the outrage. 
About 2 o’clock this afternoon a wo­ 
man named Medley walked into the 
Delta saloon, on C street, and forcing 
her way through the crowd at the bar, 
drew out a pistol and attempted to 
shoot James W. Orndorff, one of the 
proprietors. Her arm was arrested by 
a bystander before she pulled tho trig­ 
ger, and she was given into the cus­ 
tody of a police officer. Jealousy is 
supposed to be the cause. 
A miner named David L. Jones was 
caved upon in the Consolidated Vir­ 
ginia mine at 2 o’clock yesterday 
morning. A large piece of rock fell 
upon him, striking his right leg above 
the ankle, breaking both bones and 
fracturing the large one very badly.
